Thay Boom to overlook 
the fact that the trades union movement 
of England la forty to fifty yenra ia ad- 
vance of tho eamo increment in the 
ZTnited States ia everything except the 
matter of compensation for labor done. 
The recent ehut down ol the minee for 
tho purpose o! forcing "p the price of 
coal by reutriclinc tbo output, in which 
nearly half a million people participated 
ns B unit, ia nu evidence of the power of 
English labor organizations to control 
their membere. 
And if organization 


ulono could control tbo price of labcr the 
English workers would bo tbo beet paid 
labor in the world. Thnt it ie, on Uio 
contrary, nmonp the pooreet IB too well 
known to require demonstration here. 


There are two things which working- 


men in lit? United StntM phot)Id always 
keep in mind when conEiueriiie thfu 
question, 1'roltctlon, by EocuriDK «hiin 
the home market, inukea it possible for 
an employer to pay good WUKCB, and 
thnroagh, intelligent orRBnizition of the 
employee will require him to uo it.

A 
month ago they bronpht $1.85 a pound, 
and a mouth heneo iifty cents or even 
ess will buy a goodly supply of tho mi- 
i-itious and delicious white stemmed 
and brown topped fungi. 


Said tho ruddy faced and white apron- 


ed markotrnan to me today between the 
puffs of hispcrfeclo: 


Yes. i sell sv good many mushrooms, 


especially during Lent. 
Those that 


come in now are raised in hothouses in 
beds underneath the plant shelves ami 
they como pretty high, although thoy 
,re"getting down in price lately. I havo 
sold them .is high as three dollars a 
pound. Later on in tlio spring we get 
them from the farmers and others who 
raise them in tlieir cellars, iu shaded 
places and even iu caves, and during 
warm weather meu and women and 
buys and girls who gather them in 
(iritis and past.ires bring Iht'iu in to tho 
city. Then we noil Utein for almost 
nothing—as low as ten cents a pound 
sometimes. 
-Most of our customers who 


buy mushrooms arc people of means, 
anil although we sell great quantities of 
them, the people :is u. whole don't seem 
to appreciate anil understand them, as I 
should think they would." 


Tho jolly liiarlcetman is right, for 


mushrooms are not appreciated as they 
should be. Many people havo eaten 
muslirooms only when the canned arti- 
cle has been served sprinkled sparingly 
over a steak. There is a vast difference 
between iho canned mushroom and tho 
crisp, fresh and appetizing fungus that
